Adams 
to retire 

Will not seek re-election 
to House of Reps, seat

State Rep. Royce Adams, D-Dry 
Ridge, withdrew Feb. 10 from his bid 
for a sixth term as legislator of the 
61st District amid health-related 
issues. 

The 73-year-old Adams announced 
he will retire from the legislature at 
the end of the year. 

‘Til finish my 
20th year on Sept. 
29,” he said. “That’s 
when I was sworn 
in back in 1992. I 
feel like I given 
what I need to give. 
I got some health 
issues that I’m deal¬ 
ing with. They say with the particular 
issue I got that stress is not good and 
it’s a bit stressful in Frankfort.” 

Adams said he is not running away 
from a race, but rather age and health 
has caught up to him. 

Among other issues, he will be 
having a foot operation sometime 
after the 2012 General Assembly 
resolves.

gaming? 

Governor, Thayer, say 
people should decide 


FRANKFORT - Calling it “the 
best way to keep hundreds of millions 
of dollars here at home,” Gov. Steve 
Beshear and Sen. Damon Thayer, 
R-Georgetown, announced their plan 
Feb. 14 to introduce an expanded 
gaming bill in the Senate. 

The bill would authorize a state¬ 
wide vote to amend the state’s consti¬ 
tution to allow expanded gaming in 
up to seven locations in Kentucky. 

“The time has come to let the 
people decide on the issue of expand¬ 
ed gambling,” said Thayer. “This 
issue has been lingering in Kentucky 
for nearly two 
f decades, a

The bill would allow Kentucky 
voters to approve a constitutional 
amendment that would authorize up 
to five casinos at racetracks and two 
at stand-alone locations at least 60 
miles from the nearest racetrack. 

Revenue from the gaming facili¬ 
ties would be spent for job creation, 
education, human services, health 
care, veterans programs, local gov¬ 
ernments, public safety and support 
of the horse industry.

Deputy jailer indicted on bribery charge

A part-time deputy jailer 
could find himself behind bars 
after being indicted Feb. 8 by a 
Grant County grand jury. 

Jason Stephens, 24, was 
indicted on charges of bribery of 
a public servant, a Class C felo¬ 
ny with a penalty of five to 10 
years and up to a $10,000 fine, 
and official misconduct in the 
first-degree, a Class A misde¬ 
meanor.

31, also were indicted for brib¬ 
ery of a public servant and being 
persistent felony offenders. 

Stephens, who was employed 
as a third shift part-time deputy 
jailer for about 90 days, alleged¬ 
ly received $20 from the inmates 
in exchange for allowing them to 
have prohibited contact visits. 

All visitations with inmates 


are through glass since changes 
made by the jail a few months 
ago. 

Jailer Terry Peeples said he 
was notified in late January by 
Lt. Mike Webster of suspicions 
of unauthorized activity in the 
jail.

The first days of the reclamation 
drive in Dry Ridge will be a hit with 
those looking to sell their gold and 
silver. Representatives are on hand 
this week purchasing all types of 
unwanted and broken jewelry. An 
estimated 55 people left the event 
with over $200 dollars from old class 
rings, wedding bands, herringbones, 
and gold teeth. Coins dated 1964 and 
earlier were bringing big premiums 
as well. Silver dollars, halves and 
quarters arrived in large quantities. 
Lots of gold coins were also brought 
in. Rebecca Hughes walked away 
with over $1200.00 after selling an 
original $20 gold piece from 1888. 


On the other side of the room 
were representatives from the Buyers 
Association. They were purchasing 
all types of guitars, large currency 
bills dated before 1923, military 
items and pocket watches. One 
watch was purchased by a collector 
in Montana for $835 dollars. There 
were piles of sterling silver items 
like old silverware sets and tea pots. 
One gentleman rolled a cart in with 3 
boxes full of silver coins. Company 
officials reported spending over 
$80,000 the first day of the event, 
alone. Brian Eades with Ohio Valley 
said, “We have had an overwhelming 
turnout this first day and we expect 
to get busier every day this week.” 
The event continues today and runs 
through Saturday. The event is free 
and the public is welcome.

Silver and Gold Coin Prices 
Up During Poor Economy. 

Collectors and Enthusiasts in Dry Ridge with 
$200,000 toPurchase Yours!

Got Coin? It might be just the time 
to cash in. This week, starting Tuesday 
and continuing through Saturday, the 
International Collectors Association, in 
conjunction with the Ohio Valley Gold 
& Silver Refinery, will be purchasing 
all types of silver and gold coins direct 
from the public. All types are welcome 
and the event is free. 

Collectors will be on hand to 
identify and sort your coins. Then the 
quality or grade will be determined. 
According to collectors I talked with, 
the better the grade the more they are 
worth. With the current silver and 
gold markets, prices are up for older 
coins too. Any coins minted in 1970 
and before in the U.S. are 90% silver, 
except nickels and pennies. 

The coins worth is determined by the 
rarity and the grade. Old silver dollars are 
worth a great premium right now. Even 
well worn and heavy circulated ones are 
bringing good premiums. Franklin and 
Kennedy halves, Washington quarters 
and Mercury and Roosevelt dimes are 
all worth many times their face value. 
While older types like Seated Liberty, 
Standing Liberties, and Barber coins are 
worth even more. 

Gold coins are really worth a 
lot right now according to Brian 
Eades of the International Collectors 
Association. “This country didn’t 
start minting coins until 1792,” says 
Eades. “Before that people would trade 
goods using gold dust and nuggets. 
Some shop keepers would take more 
gold than needed to pay for items 
purchased. There was no uniform 
system of making change.” 

The government opened the first 
mints and began distributing the coins 
in 1792. By the beginning of the 19th 
century, coins and paper currency were 
wide spread and our monetary system 
was here to stay. In 1933, Roosevelt 


required all banking institutions to turn 
in all gold coins. 

Once all banks turned in this 
gold, the president raised the gold 
standard from $20.00 per ounce to 
$33.00 per ounce. This was his way 
of stimulating the economy during the 
great depression. However, gold coins 
were never redistributed after the recall. 
Not all gold coins were turned in. Many 
folks during that time didn’t completely 
trust the government and chose to keep 
their gold. 

These gold coins are sought after 
by collectors today and bring many 
times the face value. Any gold coins 
with the mint marks of CC, D or O will 
bring nice premiums. Collectors at the 
event will be glad to show you where 
to look. Other types of coins will also 
be purchase including: foreign coins, 
Indian head cents, two cent pieces, half 
dimes, three cent pieces and buffalo 
nickels to name a few. 

Collectors warn people against 
trying to clean their coins as significant 
damage can be done and the coins value 
lessened.

Spring forest fire hazard season begins 


Kentucky law designates 
Leb. 15 through April 30 as 
spring forest fire hazard 
season. During this time, it is 
illegal to bum anything within 
150 feet of any woodland or 
bmsh land between the 
daylight hours of 6 a.m. and 6 
p.m. The law is intended to 
prevent forest fires by 
allowing outdoor burning 
only after 6 p.m. when 
conditions are less likely to 
cause a wildfire to spread. 

To help prevent and reduce 
the risk of wildfire, the 


Kentucky Division of Lorestry 
recommends the following 
guidelines when burning 
debris or yard waste: 

• Clear a safe zone that is 
wide enough to prevent the 
escape of fire. 

• Keep a supply of water 
and a rake or shovel readily 
accessible. 

• Do not leave a fire 
unattended. 

• Bum only when the wind 
is calm and the humidity level 
is high. 

• Extinguish fire 


completely if conditions 
become windy. 

• Keep bum piles small to 
allow quick control of the fire 
if necessary. 

• Locate burn piles an 
adequate distance from 
stmctures and utilities. 

• Obey all outdoor burning 
laws including forest fire 
laws, air pollution regulations 
and local ordinances. 

Although unsafe debris 
burning is a significant 
problem, arson remains the 
leading cause of wildfire in 


Kentucky. To help combat 
this criminal offense, citizens 
are asked to report any 
suspicious acts of arson to the 
nearest Kentucky State Police 
post or the Target Arson 
Hotline at 1-800-27-ARSON.

A WORD FROM OUR READERS... 

Real change happens when citizens get involved 


One thing I have learned 
after 20 years in govern¬ 
ment service is that real 
change happens only if 
citizens get involved. 
People can become 
involved by contacting 
their elected officials and 
letting them know of their 
concerns. If enough people 
voice their opinion elected 
officials will listen. If you 
take the time to vote some¬ 
one into public office, you 
should take the time to let 
them know they are public 
servants. They are work¬ 
ing for you. 

The Tea Party and 
Occupy Wall Street move¬ 
ments have motivated me 
to write this letter because 
both demand change. The 
2012 General Session 
began in January. This is 
your opportunity to be 
involved in positive change 
by contacting your legisla¬ 
tors during this time. 


There is one issue in 
which I need your help for 
positive change. The Waste 
Tire Trust Fund was creat¬ 
ed after whole tires were 
banned from landfills. The 
Waste Tire Trust Fund cre¬ 
ated a fee that was designed 
to ultimately protect the 
environment. These funds 
should be used to do just 
that. They should not be 
used for administrative 
costs or as a mechanism to 
help balance the state bud¬ 
get. Money has been 
diverted from the Waste 
Tire Trust Fund in years 
past.

When agencies are faced 
with unrealistic budget 
cuts they resort to creative 
budgeting.

We believe 
that stricter controls should 
be used to control the use 
of the waste tire fees. 
Efforts are underway to 
make the waste tire pro¬ 
gram proactive by address¬ 
ing waste tires at genera¬ 
tion and assure that funds 
are spent as was intended 
by the legislature. If the 
“State Legislature” is not 
willing to make positive 
changes to the program, 
why must we continue to 
be “Taxed with 
Misrepresentation”? This 
is not just a waste issue it 
is also a health issue. The 
mismanagement of waste 
tires creates a breeding 
ground for the “Asian 
Tiger” mosquito. Tiger 
Mosquito’s are known to 
spread infectious diseases 


among humans, livestock 
and wildlife.

Congress will be con¬ 
sidering Medicare physi¬ 
cian payment in legislation 
that could determine 
whether many family phy¬ 
sicians can remain in busi¬ 
ness. The debate begins 
with the conference com¬ 
mittee on the payroll tax 
extension, which will 
decide whether to tempo¬ 
rarily prevent a 27.4 per¬ 
cent reduction in Medicare 
physician payment set for 


March 1. 

That’s important, 
because Medicare pay 
reductions in Medicare set 
off a cascade of cuts by 
private insurers who peg 
their physician payment to 
Medicare rates. A Medicare 
cut this deep threatens to 
push more than one in 10 
family physician practices 
out of business. 

We need permanent 
reform. A temporary exten¬ 


sion keeps the doctor’s 
office open for a short time 
but it perpetuates a bad 
system at an increasing 
cost. We can help end this 
cycle of threatened cuts 
and temporary fixes by 
telling Senator McConnell, 
Senator Paul and 
Representative Geoff 
Davis that we want the 
conference committee to 
propose a stable Medicare 
physician payment system, 


one that starts with a long¬ 
term extension of current 
payment while Congress 
replaces the flawed 
Medicare payment formu¬ 
la. We need a system that 
allows doctors to plan their 
businesses’ future and 
ensures they remain open 
to meet their patients’ 
health care needs.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

I can make anyone 
love Bmssels sprouts 


B russels sprouts need a PR make-over, no 
one seems to like them. Old varieties 
have been greatly improved from those 
forced on you as a child. Equally, cooking meth¬ 
ods probably can stand some updating from the 
warm, mushy, bitter Barbie-doll-sized cabbage; 
don’t boil them to death try instead some quick 
roasting underneath the broiler. 

Tiny ‘Bubbles’ 

Today, we can thank breeding programs for 
developing a number of improved varieties of 
Brussels sprouts that are sweet and nutty in fla¬ 
vor. Today, there are about 70 million pounds of 
Brussels sprouts grown in the U.S. so perhaps 
more people are realizing how tasty the vegeta¬ 
ble can be. I have grown many late crops of 
Brussels sprouts, but truth be told, never with 
much success. Each year I vow to give it up but 
as I write ‘Bubbles’ is germinating in the seed 
starting tray. I like ‘Bubbles’ because it is a vig¬ 
orous, early maturing plant that tolerates a bit of 
heat (and with a reputation for high yields.) It 
also has that sweet nutty flavor that wins people 
over. 

Maturity matters 

There are several other varieties that are 
popular for home gardeners, including the 
‘Dutch Treat Hybrid’ that has a particularly 
sweet flavor but it takes 130 days to mature; 
‘Jade Cross’ has lighter blue-green sprouts and 
takes about 80 days to mature; ‘Oliver’ takes 90 
days to mature and is considered easy to grow in 
less than ideal climates; ‘Trafalgar’ is an English 
-bred Brussels sprout that takes about 130 days 
to mature and is considered the best for extended 
harvest into the winter months but I suspect 
that’s if you are a Brussels sprout living and 
growing in England. I bring up the days to matu¬ 
rity issue because this is where it becomes dif¬ 
ficult because the Brussels sprout like it cool but 
to mature in our gardens it has to make it through 
a Kentuckiana summer. This is where I ulti¬ 
mately fail, I suppose.. .too 
hot for the sprout to do 
much except feed aphids 
that rapidly multiply in that 
same heat. I still can’t yet 



give up.

Brussels sprouts likely 
got their moniker because 
the harvestable “sprouts” 
appear along the stem of 
the plant. They are grown 
very much like other cole- 
crops including broccoli, 
cauliflower and cabbage. 
Around here we probably 
won’t have a long enough 
cool season to have an early crop so we are be 
better off setting our plants out in early or mid¬ 
summer for a late fall crop (which is part of the 
problem.) 

A garden plot that has good drainage and rich 
soil is a must for Brussels sprouts so work in 
organic material before planting and side-dress 
with additional compost when the plants are 
about a foot tall. Cool, moist conditions are pre¬ 
ferred and if we can get a patch going they can 
persist into winter to about 20 degrees. 

Beware bugs 

Keep them well watered and be on alert for 
insects. This is the downside to growing Brussels 
sprouts; it seems that there are several insect 
problems that can thwart our efforts. Watch for 
cabbage worms, flea beetles, aphids and cut 
worms early on after transplants are set out. You 
can use row covers, neem oil or pyrethrum 
botanicals to control some of the pests. 

So, if you make it to the harvesting stage you 
pick the sprouts when they have formed a tight 
and firm ball. Remove the lower leaf and then 
snap off the sprout. The sprouts that are forming 
along the stalk above the first ones that are har¬ 
vested will continue to mature. When you are 
ready to prepare some for the table it is easy and 
delicious: turn the broiler on high, sprinkle an 
aluminum baking sheet with some kosher salt, 
quarter the sprouts and toss in a little olive oil, 
pepper and garlic, spread them on the sheet and 
broil until the edges begin to brown.

The decision was difficult, said Adams, who 
is endorsing Wanda Cmpper Hammons to replace 
him. 

“I planned on running,” he said. “This session 
has been very trying. I think that’s what woke me 
up to the fact that maybe now is the time to do it 
instead of waiting. I had really planned on going 
two more years at least.” 

Adams has represented the citizens of Grant, 
Owen, and Gallatin counties since 1992. 

He serves as vice-chair of the Agriculture and 
Small Business Committee. 

Only 12 current legislators have served in the 
House of Representatives longer than Adams. 

Adams was bom in Grant County and gradu¬ 
ated from Grant County High School. 

He has been married for 53 years to Rita, and 
has two children, Carmen Hickerson and Melinda 
Lloyd, and three grandchildren: Noah, Taylor, 
and Benjamin. 

Adams served as a staff sergeant in the US 
Army in the early 1960s. 

He has owned and operated Adams Oil, 
located in Williamstown for 46 years.

Beshear and Thayer worked together for 
weeks to develop the bill and to build consen¬ 
sus support for it within the General 
Assembly. 

Sponsors of the bill include three 
Republicans, Sen. Thayer; Sen. Carroll Gibson 
and Sen. Tom Buford; and five Democrats, 
Sen. R.J. Palmer; Sen. Perry Clark; Sen. 
Denise Harper Angel; Sen. Gerald Neal and 
Sen. Joey Pendleton. 

“A recent economic study showed that in 
2010, Kentuckians spent $451 million on 
casino gaming in our neighboring states. 
That’s hundreds of millions of dollars that 
could be supporting our schools and building 
our roads - but instead it’s padding the budgets 
of Indiana and West Virginia,” Beshear said. 
“It’s time to keep Kentucky’s money here at 
home, and it’s time to let the voters have their 
say.” 

The expansion of gaming would bring mil¬ 
lions of dollars in recurring revenue into the 
state budget without raising taxes, Beshear 
said. 

One recent economic study estimates that, 
under one scenario, expanding gaming at race¬ 
tracks would bring in one-time license fees of 
$266 million and $377 million in taxes annu-

ally into the General Fund. 

That kind of recurring revenue would have 
enormous positive impact for Kentuckians, 
said Beshear, noting that his current biennial 
budget proposal cuts most state agencies 8.4 
percent. 

These cuts are on top of prior cuts, some of 
which total more than 30 percent since 2008. 

Beshear has characterized the budget as 
“inadequate,” and warned that without 
increased revenue, persistent generational 
problems will continue to prevent the state 
from flourishing. 

Details such as where to put the casinos and 
license fees and tax rates will be determined by 
enabling legislation that would be drafted after 
the legislature approves this bill, and if 
Kentuckians vote to approve the gaming 
amendment. Because the bill is a constitu¬ 
tional amendment, it must gamer at least 60 
percent of the votes in each legislative cham¬ 
ber in order to pass. 

“You continue to hear all kinds of argu¬ 
ments for and against allowing expanding 
gaming in this state,” Beshear said. “What you 
don’t hear, however, is one argument about 
why the people of Kentucky shouldn’t have a 
right to vote on it. That’s because there really 
isn’t a legitimate argument against that. The 
time for a vote is now.”

bracket, he said he was 
angry and took his anger 
out winning his final two 
matches of the day, to fin¬ 
ish in third place overall in 
the 285 pound weight 
class.

My next match, I took that 
anger and beat Scott County, 
which I had beaten twice 
before.”

Ingrassellino pinned his 
opponent, but was stopped 
by a referee from another 
mat. According to Rule 3-2 
in the National Federation 
of High School Sports 
Article 2 says that only ref¬ 
erees involved in the match 
and facing the wrestlers can 
make a judgement call. The 
momentum shifted away 
from Ingrassellino and he 
lost on points. 

Shearer could have dis¬ 
puted the incident, but 
needed to confer with other 
coaches about the specific 
rule and by then, was unable 
to dispute the call because 
too much time had passed. 

“We learn as we go,” 
Shearer said. “There are so 
many rules in the book that 
it can be difficult to memo¬ 
rize every little detail on 
how the referees are to 
react.”

“It is a lot of pressure for 
him, but he is a big boy and 
he can handle it,” she said.

season. 

“It is really meaningful to me,” 
Whaley said. 

These seniors are close, even 
going out to dinner together and 
gathering often to play cards. 

“We are always together and it 
means a lot to me,” McKinley 
said. 

These five seniors will be head¬ 
ing to different schools in the up 
and coming months, some to the 
University of Kentucky and others 
to Eastern Kentucky University. 

Even though basketball has been 
a major part of all five senior’s 
lives, they have other interests as 
well, including mathematics, sports 


management, criminal justice, busi¬ 
ness, education and engineering. 

The last two seasons, these 
Demons have been coached by 
Steve Sigmon. 

After only managing five wins 
last season, Sigmon dealt with pros¬ 
tate cancer during the offseason, 
but decided to come back and coach 
the seniors so they wouldn’t need to 
learn a new system under a new 
coach. 

Whaley said the bond they have 
forged together has helped keep 
them together during the rough 
seasons. 

“I will have to say our friendship 
with each other has helped us,”

Now that doesn’t mean he scores 
20 points each game, it is just hav¬ 
ing his presence on the floor that 
spreads the defense and opens our 
guards.” 

Sigmon, who is going to retire 
from teaching and coaching after 
40 years, said the biggest thing he is 
going to take from coaching and 
teaching from Williamstown 
Independent Schools is ‘family.’ 

“When we were playing in the 
Bellevue and Heritage tournaments, 
we played my former school, Silver 
Grove twice,” Sigmon said. “I was

coaching against kids of players I 
coached when I was there and you 
see your former players in the 
bleachers and you just see how the 
family never ends and that is the 
motto I brought in to the team this 
season, ‘Believe in yourself and 
trust your teammates,’ and that is 
what I am trying to leave with 
them.” 

The thing Sigmon said he will 
miss the most is the practices. He 
said he likes being able to get into 
their faces to get them ready for the 
games. 

On senior night, the seniors each 
received an orange and black bas¬ 
ketball with signatures and mes¬ 
sages from the team before the 
game against Ludlow on Feb. 9. 

“It was cool being out there 


together and seeing all of our friends 
and family,” Whaley said. “It is the 
beginning of the realization that our 
time on the court is almost over.” 

McKinley said the recognition 
was nice, being able to celebrate the 
evening with the people he grew up 
playing in front of. 

Even though it was a 63-47 loss 
to Ludlow, the seniors are ready to 
just compete for the final week. 

The Demons will face Simon 
Kenton in the first round of the 32 nd 
District Tournament Feb. 20 at 
Grant County High School. In two 
games against the Pioneers, the 
Demons are 0-2, including a 90-44 
defeat Jan. 24.

Fire destroys Dry Ridge home

Danielle Varner wasn’t 
home when her mobile 
home caught fire on Feb. 
11 and for that she’s grate¬ 
ful. 

The fire, which broke 
out around 4:30 a.m. on 
Taylor Lane in Dry Ridge, 
engulfed Varner’s bed¬ 
room, which was reduced 
to blackened, charred 
wood. 

The siding from the 
mobile home dripped like 
warm cake icing from the 


frame of the trailer. 

Varner and her mother 
spent Feb. 13 salvaging 
what they could of her 
belongings from a spare 
bedroom that was not dam¬ 
aged in the blaze. 

“I lost my clothes,” 
Varner, said, staring at the 
home she lived in for three 
years. “I lost everything.” 

Varner had no insurance 
and is staying with rela¬ 
tives. 

Firefighters from three 
departments fought the fire 
for about three hours. 

Capt. Greg Hearn with 


the Dry Ridge Fire 
Department said when they 
arrived on scene fire and 
black smoke was pouring 
from the back of the mobile 
home. 

The home was occupied 
by Varner’s cousin and his 
three children at the time 
of the fire, but they man¬ 
aged to escape the blaze 
with no injuries. 

Hearn said firefighters 
were able to contain the 
fire to the back of the trail¬ 
er, where Varner’s bedroom 
and bathroom were located. 
He said the kitchen, which 


was in the middle of the 
home, sustained heavy 
smoke damage. 

Neighbors called 911 
after waking up and dis¬ 
covering the fire. 

Hearn estimated the 
damage to be $55,000. 

Hearn said the fire is 
believed to have started in 
the bathroom. The cause of 
the fire remains undeter¬ 
mined and an investigation 
is continuing. 

Dry Ridge was assisted 
by fire fighters from 
Crittenden and 

Williamstown.

Upon investigation, 
Webster found evidence that 
county policy had been bro¬ 
ken, along with possible state 
laws. 

Peeples contacted the 
county attorney about the find¬ 
ings. 

Stephens was terminated 
less than 24 hours later, said 
Peeples, who then contacted 
the Kentucky State Police to 
investigate any laws that may 
have been broken. 

“Unfortunately, we don’t 
know when we hire somebody 
what their morals are,” he said. 
“For every 10 good ones you 
get, you’re going to get a bad 
one. You train them. You teach 
them. But, some of them are 
just going to do stupid things. 
But, we were on top of it and 
we caught it early. We were 
able to eliminate him before it 
became a much worse situa¬ 
tion.” 

The visits took place in the 
lobby area of the Class D 
inmate area and lasted only 
five to 10 minutes, according 
to Peeples. 

“That’s an area where all 
inmates come in and out to go 
to work,” he said. “It’s also an 
area where people come to 
drop off money, clothing and 
supplies for the inmates.” 

After the investigation, the 


inmates were removed from 
the Class D work program. 

They will remain in maxi¬ 
mum security for at least 30 
days with a chance to work 
themselves back to the general 
population, said Peeples. 

“One of the two inmates 
was scheduled to be released 
the day he got indicted,” 
Peeples said. “He would have 
been out on parole. We were 
able to stop him from getting 
out, canceled his parole, kept 
him in the facility and hit him 
with additional charges where 
he was looking at additional 
time.” 

The jail’s recent trend of 
hiring part-time deputies was 
an advantage in this incident, 
said Peeples. 

Stephens was still in his 
probationary period when he 
was fired. 

4 We were still analyzing 
his skill set for this job,” 
Peeples said. “By hiring part- 
time, we were able to weed 
him out and eliminate him 
before he ever got to be a full¬ 
time deputy. Had he reached 
full-time status, it could have 
been worse.” 

“I can’t promise that my 
deputies aren’t going to do 
anything bad in the future,” 
Peeples said. “I can only prom¬ 
ise that when they do I will 
discipline them appropriately.”
